A blunt-edged tool won’t 
make neat slices ot bread and meat, 
tomatoes, cucumbers, and so on.

Prepared mustard cornea In small, 
medium, and large Jar«. The large 
Jar« are really the beat bargains, 
hut muiterd dries out, so if you 
don’t use much of it, better get the 
smaller jars.
